Annual  reports  of  mnny  play- 
groTind  superintendents  have  boon  received.   The  Berkeley  Civic 
Art  r.oclety  has  civ^n  me  the  use  of  many  valuable  bfloke,  raporte 
and  literature,   Mr.  DeGroot,  Playgroiaid  r.uperlnienornt  :9r..d  . 
Physical  Director  of  the  schools  In  San  Francisco,  rnd   t-he 
head  of  the  recrctlon  movement  there,  hns  taken  rae  on  r    tour 
of  the  schools  and  playgrounds  In  Can  Francisco,   Mr.  Nnch, 
of  the  0"klpnd  Playground  Doparttnent,  l-ias  shown  me  c/.nrts  of 
a  model  school  playground.   I  have  visited  every  public  play- 
ground of  California,  Including  the  plnygrounds  of  r>acramento, 
Berkeley,  0  klnnd,  Alameda,  r>an  PYanclsco,  ftockton,  Los  i\ngeleB, 
Fresno,  Merced,  Modesto  and  San  Diego.   I  have  rlso  visited 
some  of  the  playgrounds  in  Bosi-on,  New  Yorn  and  Ghlcngo. 
Valuable  Informntion  lias  been  received  from  tlie   Fedeml 
Government,  and  from  Mr,  Hyatt,  our  rtate  fchool  Super Intendant. 
Three  years  of  practical  experience  on  playgrounds  and  several 
yonrs  of  athletic  and  gymnasium  work  have  given  me  Insight 
into  the  playground  r>nd  recreational  viork. 


IWTRODUCTIOH 

Play  hno  now  been  establiehBd  ac  an  educational 
factor.    The  problem  ie  to  relnte  piny  to  our  present  educa- 
tional ryfstem. 

In  traveling  over  our  state  njid  vlBitinc  school- 
yards nnd  public  playcrounds,  I  hnve  been   surprised  to  I'lnd 
thPt  BO  many  of  our  schools  are  without  adequate  playroom  and 
that  many  of  our  playgrounds  are  without  adequate  facilities 
for  recrer-tionrxl  vork.    Furthermore,  I  seldom  found  n  school 
open  rhen  the  playground  was  open.    Likewise,  playgrounc's   nre 
not  usually  open  i^hen  schools  aro  in  session, 

rchools  have  little,  if  any,  play  app'^ratus, 
r>epnrate  tenchers,  superintendents  and  caretakers  nro  hired 
for  each.    Tiiis  is  educational  and   financial  mismanagement. 

Furthermore,  the  children  that  really  need  the 
playground  and  the  recreational  faciiitiep  do  not  frequent 
the  playground.    Playground  superintendents  nre  ndvertiping 
their  plnygroundB  to  draw  crowds,  while  on  the  school  grounds 
nnd  elsewhere  hundreds  or   children  romp  and  play  with  Little 
play  pupervision.   To  point  a  better  relation  of  the  public 
playground  to  the  school  is  the  purpose  of  this  pnper.   In 
doing  this  I  wnnt  to  sny  that  I  am  indebted  to  practically  all 
of  the  playground  super intcndents  in  this  state.    Kspecially 
must  I  thank  Playground  Superintendents  R.  L.  Cuigly,  of  Fresno, 
Mr,  Schneider,  of  Berkeley,  Mr,  Nnsh,  of  Oaklnnd,  and  Mr. 
DeOroot,  of  ''"'n   FrTicisco. 


THE  GROWTH  OF  ilJ.  ..Al?  HXC\N  PLAIGROUND 
Chapter  I, 

A  great  Boolnl  educational  movement  has  swept 
oyer  Anerlca  In  alnoBt  a  dny.  From  Boston  and  Baltimore  to 
the  shores  of  the  Goldon  "ost  do  wo  i Ind  the  Amerlcnn  public 
playground. 

The  public  playground  had  Its  beglnnlni];  sixteen 
years  ago  in  Boston.   On  the  bank  of  the  Charles  River  was 
the  flret  out-of-door  gymnasium  or  Uie  first  real  public  play- 
ground.  So  popular  was  this  playground  that  the  saloonc  and 
the  poolrooms  found  it  to  be  tlielr  ^re'^test  competitor.  Children 
were  drawn  f/om  the  streets.   Its  rucceBS  was  Imnedlntcly 
proven.   P.oon  f»fterward  Boston  gave  to  its  people  the  first 
municipal  bath  house.    This  was  another  great  step  forward 
toward  free  recreation.   Other  cities  saw  itr  succerr  and 
were  quick  to  follow. 

New  York  was  the  second  city  to  establish  the 
public  playground.   The  first  step  was  taken  v/hen  Lhe  legis- 
lature of  the  state  gave  New  York  City  the  right  to  condemn 
land  fjr  public  playgrounds.    TJie  movement  in  Nor.  York  was 
terribly  exp  nslve.   It  took  two  millions  of  dollars  to 
establish  Mulberry  Bend  Playground.    Tiie  promoters  encountered 
numerous  difficulties,  hmd   was  hi^h.   Yet  in  the  face  of 
trial  and  hardships,  New  York  has  done  wonders.   If  you  could 
have  stood  with  me,  looklnc  at  the  plnygrou  d  in  Mulberry  Bond, 
you  would  liave  been  convinced  that  tho  enormous  amount  of  money 


expended  could  not  be  compared  v.lLii  Lhc  I'lornl  ctrenclh  nnd 
phyeicnl  hcnlth  thnt  Is  now  belnc  inotllied  into  the  youths 
of  the  tenement  house  district  of  New  York.   Todny,  New  York 
Is  unique  In  her  roof  plnygroundn,  her  municipal  recreation 
piers,  nnd  her  social  centers.    New  York's  plr-ygrouiid  nnd 
recrer>tlon  league  is  the  best  in  ihe   United  Ftntos. 

It  was  Pittsburg  that  lirst  ronlized  thnt 
Bchool-yprds  could  be  used  for  public  playgrounds.   Pittsburg 
was  not  BO  large  as  either  New  York  or  Boston  and  her  school 
yards  were  larger  and  more  adaptable  to  playground  purposes. 
She  sow  fit  to  let  ihe  children  play  on  the  school  yards  under 
a  teacher,  who  was  paid  an  extra  salary  to  stay  on  the  grounds 
during  the  summer  months.    This,  too,  was  a  big  succesc  and 
the  first  stride  forward  toward  the  correlation  of  the  school 
and  the  public  playground. 

Chicago  was  Iho  fourtli  city  to  come  to  ihe 
front  in  the  playground  movement.    Chicago  was  a  city  of 
immense  parks.   There  were  no  signs  lor  the  people  to  "keep 
off  the  grass".    In  fact,  thousands  of  people  frequented 
the  parks,   liuseums  and  "zoos"  were  ostabllElied  there.  People 
came  to  see  and,  at  iirst,  policemen  were  hired  to  keep  them 
quiet.   Finally  the  ciiildren  were  permitted  to  play  organized 
games  in  the  parks.    Apparatus  and   other  playground  equipment 
were  installed  Lo  ^.Ive  lurtl^ier  opportunity  for  the  cJilLdrcn  to 
play.    The  tendency  in  Chica-jo  has   been  to  make  the  parks 
recreational  centers.    From  the  extenrive  pork  pystom  the 


playground  raoveffleni  had  lie  £;rowth»   Todny  there  nre  twenty- 
■ix  park  playgrounds ,  seyen  public  Bchool  playgrounds,  and 
nineteen  other  playgrounds  built  near  schools. 

t'rora  those  four  pioneer  cities  has  floruu  -.le 
playground  movement.   It  hns  penetnted  almost  all  of  our 
large  cities,  and  today  there  are  432  cities  in  the  United 
Etntes  which  are  carrying  on  Buporvised  playground  and  ro- 
crootlonal  work.   Nonrly  one  thousand  new  playgrounds  were 
establiched  in  the  Inst  two  yoors.  One   hundred  and  eleven 
citioB  employed  1053  play  leaders  throu^jhout  the  year.  Ainorica 
has  573  year-round  play-centers,  pnd  many  more  times  this 
number  which  nre  only  used  partially  and  the  movement  is 
still  in  its  infancy. 

Many  cities  report  that  they  are  alive  in 
this  movement  and  are  working  to  ostablish  play  centers. 
These  reports  all  stiow  that  citiee  are  taking  up  this  move- 
ment in  uhe  place  of  private  philanthropy.   In  two  hundred 
and  fifty  cities  the  eupport  is   untirely  municipal.   In 
one  hundred  -^nd  fifteen  cities  the  support  is  divided  between 
city  and  private  funds  and  in  one  iiundred  -^nd  ten  citiee 
playgrounds  are  Bupported  entirely  by  private  funds.   Tuis 
census  wps  taken  last  ^ear  and   in  the  four  hundred  and  thirty 
tvo  cities  where  playground  nnd  recreational  work  ie  undor 


paid  BupervlBion,  bIiowb  a  total  expenditure  of  lour  million 
and  a  hnlf  dollars.   Tiiis  is  a  ^^i"  of  over  one  million, 
five  hundred  thousand  dollarB  as  comp.'>red  *itl.  1914.   Other 
cities  have  call  for  bond  Iegube  for  playground  ;;urpot;cD  this 
yerr# 

Large  metropoleB  Guch  ac  New  York  and  Ci.i  c  go 
and  Boston  have  led  the  way  and  hundreds  of  Braaller  ciiies, 
towns  rnd  even  villages  hnve  jiodelod  after  tho  larger  ciwioc. 
In  thlB  great  .-^nd  mpid  advancement  no  wonder  that  rr.ie takes 
have  been  r^nd  are  being  made. 

Alon;^  with  the  tremendous  growth  of  the  plry- 
ground  lias  come  an  "illumination  as  to  the  educational  value 
of  play".   We  now  know  ih^t  recrertion  is  education.   In  fact, 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  recreation  v.ithout  educrtion.   The 
old  fashioned  school  yard  vith  little  play  space  and  restricted 
traditions  is  today  unsuited  for  the  now  uses  demanded  by  the 
new  idealB.    "e  are  beginning  to  realize  thnt  playgrounds 
nre  ecsential  to  every  school.  An   a  result  the  public  play- 
ground movement  is  now  being  connected  with  the  school  system. 
In  England  the  borrd  of  education  re<iuireG  around  every  school, 
thirty  square  fejet  of  play  yard  for  each  child.   I:i  Pennsylvania 
no  high  school  can  L»e  built,  which  does  not  pr^^vide  ten  ^cros 
of  play  space.    In  "nshington  a  block  of  four  acres  is  re- 
quired around  every  new  school  house  built.   In  mnny  of  the 
old  school  yr^rdB  in  New  York  Lhere  was  not  enou^.h  room  lor 
half  of  tlie  children  to  str-nd  in  tho  closent  poc&ible  order. 


Mrny  Buch  condlti  me  still  oxist  In  tho  United  r^tntee, 
althouch  the  tendency  iB  toward  larpor  Bchool  playynrds, 
Tho  last  rive  schoolc  built  in  Dallas,  Texae,  contain  botroen 
throe  to  eii^ht  acres  of  play  sppoe.   In  r.nn   Aneelo,  Texas, 
ovory  school  but  one  has  three  city  blocks.   Two  schools 
have  ten  acres  each.   Under  the  Gary  systen  the  first  school 
had  two  acres  of  playcround,  the  second  had  four  acres  and 
the  third  had  eleven.    The  last  cite  purchased  contains 
trenty  ocres.    Contrast  this  vith  our  progreisive  Berkeley, 
which  har  just  finished  four  intermediate  high  BChoolc,  with 
practically  no  play  space. 

The  rpirit  of  nroeress  liaR  lorced  the  playground 
movement  upon  our  ever  centralizing  civilization.   Itr   euccers 
assures  us  that  it  lias  come  to  stay.    Wore  and  more  is  the 
municipal  playground  movement  becoming  absorbed  by  our  educa- 
tional syptem.    "Better  playgrounds  without  schools  than 
schools  without  playgrounrts,"

California  provides  for  the  con^mnation  of 
land  for  playground  purposes  and  arsecsment  of  ^he  people  to 
pay  the  r.ame,  rognrdlenB  of  school  provlcions.    C-llforTiln 
alco  provides  for  the  free  use  of  all  public  schools  and 
property,  and  establishment  and  T^nlntenance  of  civic  centers 
?.t  public  expense,   /vny  organization  ma;,'  have  the  free  use 
of  school  l^nd  or  buildings,  provided  it  does  not  Interfere 
Tltl.  the  regular  r^ctlvltles  of  tho  school. 

Idaho  provides  for  purchase  and  equipping  of 
playgrounds  and  authorizes  bond  Ieguob  to  pny  for  same. 

Indinna  Is  one  of  tlie  lenders  In  recreation 
leglslntlon.   Cltlee  of  the  ^Irst,  second,  third,  fourth   nd 
fifth  classes  nro  all  included  in  ti.e  legislation.   The  local 


boards  of  health  and  chr>rlty,  or  the  bonrd  of  educntlon, 
ae  ttie  otbo  may  bo,  aro  gonerally  empowered  to  purchaco  or 
to  condenn  land  and  equip  and  maintain  playgroundc.  A  levy 
of  not  lesr  than  on-  cent  nor  more  than  two  cents  on  each 
$100  worth  of  taxr'bleB,  ip  provided.    Certain  citioc  are 
required  by  law  to  make  a  levy  for  playground  purpoeec, 

MnBeachusettB  loads  in  her  playground  leclB- 
l"tion.   The  lec.iclature  has  provided  for  a  levy,  in  towno 
of  5,000  or  over,  of  frora  one  to  two  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollarc.   The  city  of  Fall  River  is  permitted  by  specl-il 
loclFlation  to  incur  an  IndebtedneBB  of  $60,000  for  m^in- 
taininc  one  playground. 

Minnesota  has  done  especi'illy  well  in  authoriz- 
ing bond  Icsues  and  epecial  tax  levies  for  rocro'^tion. 

City  authoritioB  in  Now  Jersey  can  promote 
playground  work. 

New  York,  with  her  dense  population,  was  com- 
pelled to  provide  for  playgrounds  in  solf-defenBe.  The  laws 
In  New  York  are  very  liberal. 

Property  cm   be  dondemned  for  play  purpoBOs 
as  well  as  school  purposeB.   It  B;.ould  be  done  rhere  school 
yrrdB  ore  inadequite. 

There  ?re  yet  xany  stater  itiat  iiavo  no  cpocial 
provisions  for  public  luaintennncc  of  playgrouncn,  but  no  doubt 
all  will  soon  raaka  core  provision  wiiereby  the  cities  and  towns 


■ay  rnlse  Tunds  for  recrentlonnl  needs.   In  71  cilios  In 
the  United  States,  school  bonrde  have  boon  civen  power  to 
opernte  public  playgrounds.   The  trend  of  playground  ioi:lc- 
Intion  is  toviprd  the  *ider  use  of  school  yards,  rnd  toward 
placing  their  cupervirion  in  Ihe   h^inds  of  the  school  bo-rd.

The  public  playgroundB  of  Caili'omia  ctarted 
in  Lob  /<ncel»8,  March,  19llf.   At  thic  time  the  City  appointed 
a  Playground  CoramiSBion  to  orc^'-nlzo  and  conduct  plny^^roundB. 
In  loss  th-^n  fivo  years  i,ne  pl.nytj;round  raovoment  irne  rapidly 
spread  over  the  whole  State.   City  councils  and  school  boards 
in  mahy  of  our  cities  are  uov,  planning  recreational  vork, 
LOS  AKGELES 

In  buiLdinijs,  land  and  equip  nent,  the  Los  Angeles 
Playground  Department  represents  the  finest  playground  cystem 
in  California  and  one  of  the  finest  in  tho  United  Ktatec.  How- 
ever the  recreational  department  of  the  Los  Angelec  School  syrtcm 
hr^.E  increased  so  mucii  In  the  past  two  and  three  years  that  the 
public  playgrounds  are  not  attracting  the  soiiool  children  as 
they  did.    To  counteract  the  drop  in  children' r  attend- rice,  ohe 
Los  nngeles  department  is  emphasizing  eveninc  clubs  and  entertain- 
ments for  tiiO  older  people.   In  fact,  witi.  tz.e  exception  of  one 
play/^round,  they  rre  open  five  or  six  nigi.ts  a  week.   A  strong 
pressure  is  brou^^ht  to  bear  upon  all  th>  ounervisors  to  organize 
and  start  mother's  clubs,  parent's  aEsociations,  debating  nnd 
musical  societies  and  numerous  other  organizntione. 

Fo.iF  of  the  plryground  club  houses  nre  ucoc  as 
branch  libraries  of  ti.e  city  library.    Two  or  three  times  a 
week  a  regulrr  story-teller  from  the  city  library  comes  to   the 
playgrounds.    The  children  are  permitted  to  drnw  bookr  fror^i  uhe 


playground  library  md  can  order  bookc  from  the  mnin  library 
throvich  these  brancli  oflicos. 

At  tiie  preEeiit  ;.i'o  ti.o  sciiOui  rocrootionrl 
department  nnd  the  public  playground  board  are  not  working:  well 
together.   There  appearc  to  be  friction  between  ti^e  tr.o  boirde. 
Kach  department  is  trying  to  do  more  or  leBf  U.e  name  thing.   Even 
on  the  BclDOl  playgrounds,  teachers  unve  been  *cnown  to  pay  ci^il- 
dren  Lo  remain  after  school  on  the  school  yards  and  play  ball, 
instead  of  goinc  to  the  public  playground.    The  public  playground 
supervisors  have  also  been  known  to  have  paid  children  to  come 
to  ^he  public  plryground.   In  such  ui.viee  competition  thc^  are 
both  defeating-  their  own  purposes.

However, 
I  cnjjiot  Icnve  the  playground  departmonL  of  Lob  Ari^'^eles  without 
mentioning  the  exceedl.'igly  high  qualifications  of  all  the  plpy- 
ground  supervisors.   Thoy  ^ro  as  well  trained  np  mj   in  tho

playground  cities  in  America.    In   fact,  Oakland  iias  been  cnlled 
the  City  of  Playgrounds.   The  reeidjnts  are  very  enthusiastic 
over  the  recreational  facilities.   Noxt  year  *150,000.00  hns 
been  appropriated  for  Llie  maintenance  of  the  play -rounds,  as 
compared  rith  ^100,000.00  for  the  past  year.   During  the  v.inter 
months,  thirty-tT.o  school  groxinds  are  used  ob   public  playgrounds. 
Ten  of  tliose  school  playgrounds  nro  open  on  Saturday  and  r.unday 
and  during  tlij  Bumraer  monthc.    In  adciitlon  to  the  school  play- 
grounds, 0' kl-'.nd  iias  eight  park  playgrounds.   Tae  O-kland  play- 
ground department  alPO  m.-li  t-iii.E  a  municipal  boat  house,  vuich 
is  under  the  supervision  of  the  plr^yground  department. 

Lt  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  take  up  each 
individual  playground;  twenty-two  of  the  school  playgroui.de  are 
BO  near  alike  Uiat  i  will  riorely  outline  the  plan:

The 
playground  department  pays  the  teaciicr  tlilB  nd-itionnl  salary 
while  the  eohaol  board  and  th>.  playcround  board  combino  la  tlie 
furniching  of  tliC  supplies  and  apparatus. 

On  ten  school  croiinds  wi.ich  -^re  open  on  Tatur- 
day  nnd  Sunday  and  durinc  vacation  periods,  a  different  rrrance- 
T.ent  is  mnde;  here  two  regular  school  oe-.ichors,  one  u;an  and 
one  woman,  are  enployed  or  rerular  eupervieors  are  err:ploycd  at 
lialf-tlme.   These  supervleorr  work  -ifter  cchool  h -lus  and  on 
F.oturdayc  and  holidays,   nd  are  /.ired  by  the  playground  department, 
while  the  supplies  and  appiratuc  are  equ  lly  divided,  'S  arranged 
by  the  bo-rd  of  education  nd  t.-e  playgrouiid  boards.

In  many  respects  tiils  is  an  ideal  play3roand  ^nd 
school;  they  rre  endeavoring:  to  copy  Uie  Gary  pir^n.   flay  is 
found  in  the  curriculum;  Mice  T-lddall  and  Mr.  Vhaloy,  sclwol 
teachers,  toach  the  regular  plpy^round  games  during  school  h^irs. 
L  could  not  help  observing  superior  discipline  -^nd  excellent 
co-oneratioM  between  teachers  rnd  pupils.   Mr.  ?Y^orrison,  the 
principal,  is  very  enthusiastic  ovci'  tlie  *ork.  On  the  school 
playground  every  boy  was  busy.   Each  knew  how  to  pl'y,  and  w^hat 
is  more,  to  piny  well.   They  could  take  botJ.  defeat  and  succers 
as  gentlemen  should.   ")akland  cnn  well  bo  proud  of  Llie  I'roscott 
school  and  its  plnyground. 


In  addition  to  the  tliirty-two  scliool  pl.-ygrounds, 
Lhore  are  tiie  cii^ht  pnrk  i)layGi-->uacic,   MosBwood  pl-^yerouiid  and 
pnrk  is  the  moct  famous.    It  covers  as  muci;  ns  six  acroc  of

Parkview  Playcround, 
Bella  Vista  Playcr>'Und  and  Golden  Gate  Playcround,  Popalnr  and 
Park  Boulevard  Plryjrounds  are  others  of  the  eit];ht  ^rounds  men- 
tioned.  Those  £^rouncic  are  open  at  nl^ht  during;  tho  cummer  months. 
Fmall  field  i.ouses  exist  on  the  eig.it  park  play^rou.ds  '  nd  on 
tlxec  of  the  school  play<^rou.idr.   These  fiold  /.ouccs  are 
equipped  vlth  shower  bf>tiiG,  drerGin^j  rooms  aad  locker  roo.-ns. 

Mr.  Dickey,  Iho  present  su:ierintGndent,  pioneered 
the  playgrounds  in  Oakland  eicht  years  a-o.   Great  credit  is  due 
to  his  able  and  efficient  raanaceinent.   The  averace  dnily  ntten- 
d'nce  on  each  of  the  crounds  daring  tiiis  last  year  har  been  265. 
However,  those  figures  vary  j^r.r.tly,  accordinc  to  the  grounds, 
the  day  nd  the  conditions.    Tho  Oakland  Library  hie  occasionally 
Bont  out  prefer nlonal  story-tolloro  to  the  variour  grounds.   On 
each  of  tl.o  ei^ht  park  playcroxDius  there  oxirtR  a  women' c  club. 
Six  of  the  play^^rouurc  I^avc  C^mp  Fire  Girls  orgnnizntionB.   Two 


of  the  plnycrounds  have  Blue  Bird  oreanlzatlons  ^nd  on  all 
of  the  croimds  there  nro  many  nnd  nuraoroue  nthletic  leacuec, 
OrgnnizationB  on  playgrounds  are  chancing  so  r'^pidly  thnt  it 
ie  difllcult  to  cet  exact  and  accurate  information  concerning 
them.   Sucii  organizntions  depend  almoct  entirely  upon  Lhe 
leaders  in  chnrge.

In  Iresno  it  Is  posel  ble  to  count  one   pors>n  four 
times  a  day,  once  in  ti.e  norning,  onco  in  tne  afteinoon,  once 
in  the  evening  and  once  at  night.    in  Los  Angeles,  /vlaraoda  nnd 
0 'kland,  one   person  may  be  countod  t' Ice.   Second,  euporvlnors 
admit  th.it  they  pad  their  fi£,ures.   Ti^ey  never  take  an   exact 
account  of  those  who  come  onto  the  grounds.   hence  a  strong 
tendency  to  over-estimate.    in  Fre: no  and  hos  Angeles  the  super- 
visors are  definitely  toiv.  to  add  tv^entj  per  cent  to  their  esti- 
mates.   T.lrd,  the  number  on  the  grounds  is  constantly  chanj^ing 
throughout  ti.e  yeai  .   No  allovrnco  Is  made  lor  rainy  vcaLiier, 
or  extra  i.oliday  attendance.   iVlany  people  ,iro  onlj  vinltors. 
They  nre  added  in  the  total  attendance.   Fourth,  I  have  :nde  no 
allor.  nee  ior  otiier  plfiyccntera  bein,  opened.   For  exr>nipio, 
Fresno  txad  six  playgrounds  opened  pnrt  tir^e,  u^kl  nd  had  forty 
grounds  nd   pi  ycenturs  open  part  Lime  '  nd  nineteen  roculnrly. 
Here  i  have  oatimnted  32  as  being  the  average  number  opened. 


MUNICIPAL  PLAYGRv)UND5 
Chapter  III. 

Our  municipal  playcround  not  connected  vith 
the  school  is  only  p.-^rtlally  filling  ItE  purpose.   Stntistlcs, 
as  recently  worked  out  by  Mr.  Henry  S.  Curtis,  show  that  only 
five  per  cent  oi'  the  children  make  use  of  the  public  playcround 
when  ?dequ.  tely  furnished  to  them.   M  ny  people  do  not  realize 
that  health  nnd  exercise  in  Ihc  open  is  one  of  God'e  and 
N-^ture's  best  preventives?  :ind  correctivos. 

TiiiB  five  per  cont  that  frequent  the  plnycround 
are  cener'lly  from  tiie  roughest,  lowert  claGsee.   One  half 
of  the  juvenile  crimes  in  Los  Ancoler,  Denver,  ana  Frecno 
is  comiDitted  by  this  claBC.    These  oitiec  all  claim  that 
juvenile  crime  iias  been  decreased  by  fifty  per  cent  or  over 
since  their  municipal  playerounds  liave  beon  opened.   Of 
course,  the  plny^rounds  are  a  good  preventive  of  crime,  but 
it  is  the  lowest,  rouchest  olasEos  of  boys  who  frequent  the 
public  playground.   However,  this  keeps  the  best  olacr  of 
children  off  the  plnycround,  bee  use  they  do  not  wish  to 
associate  "ith  the  rou-h  class.   It  is  our  rowdies,  our  rouch 
elements,  our  criminnl  clasrer  Ih- t  frequent  the  municipal 
playground.    I''^r  better  Li^at  Lhir  r.lars  be  on  our  pl-^yr.round 
excrclcin^;  and  pl<^yinL  c'^meB   than  cte-linr  or  loai  in^-  on 
street  corners.   But  until  publi  c  ploygrou/ids  con  cater  to 
a  Inrger  nnd  better  clacB  of  people  thoy  nre  not  luliy  -nrwering 


their  purpose. 

In  their  endeavor  to  rench  a  Inrge  ^nd  n 
better  clace  of  people,  our  plnycround  Fuperintendonte  nnd 
our  cupervlBora  are  findin:;  it  necereary  to  advertise  Ihoir 
playgrounds.   Their  poeitionR  often  doperid  on  ulio  number  who 
frequent  Ihe   grounds.    Plnyground  attendance  ficures  cannot 
be  depended  on.   r>uperviBorB  admit  that  they  pnd  tlielr  figures. 
liiink  of  playground  departinente  being  forced  to  advortipo  a 
.  ublic  playground  that  is  free  to  alii   CuperlntondcntB  are 
publiehing  articles,  soiiedulea,  rnd  notlcen  of  games,   "hat 
for?   To  draw  the  people  to  their  grounds  nnd  swell  their 
figvu*es.   r:>urth  of  July  oelcbrationB  and  Ciiriotmas  and 
New  Year  celebrations,  Laeter  egg  hunts  on  haster  ^.nd  mnny 
other  such  celebrations  are  done  with  a  two-fold  purpose  — 
priffiarily  of  keeping  up  tiie  -attendance  nnd  thereby  to  receive 
more  funds.   L"ot  suciiner  I  made  an  inspection  of  five  pub-ic 
playgrounds  in  a  Calif orni".  oity.   These  ploygrounds  had  an 
average  of  fifteen  persons  including  ono  supervisor.   One 
playground  had  one  child  and  a  supervisor  receiving  a  salary 
of  ninety  dollars  a  month.   The  Fourth  of  July  preceding  my 
inrpection,  each  playground  iriad  an  avor.'Jige  of  twelve  hundred 
people.    This  illustrater  ttot  only  '^t  oxcoption^l  ti  ^e  are 
large  numbers  found  on  the  playground. 

A  survey  of  four  neighborhoods  in  a  certain  city 
two  years  ago  showed  that  1.528  ciiildren  outd^-re  after  cc.iool 
50jC  were  doing  nothing,  12Jt  wore  working  and  28;{  were  plr^ying. 


72J{  were  in  the  stroete  nnd  nllcys 
28^   "   "  private  yard?  and  vacant  lota 
1%        "   on  the  public  plnycround. 

Another  great  defect  with  our  municipal  play- 
grounds is  that  during;  school  tlijy  are  open  eight  hours  on 
'aturdaye,  four  or  five  hours  on  r.undny,  (in  Oakl-^nd,  Cal. , 
six  hours),  and  generally  from  uhroe  to  six  on  school  ci^yn. 
They  nre  used  on  nn   average  of  four  hours  a- day  ind  if  it 
should  rain  they  -re  closed.    A  playground  supervisor  told 
roe  that  rhe  had  only  i^orked  fifty-five  hours  during  one  vinter 
month  ind  averaged  seventy-five  hours  durint;;  the  montlic  that 
school  was  in  sespion,   r.lio  received  her  regular  salary  of 
$100  during  the  winter  months  --  the  s  ine  as  during  the  csummer 
months.    Apparatus,  equipment,  balls,  and  bats  should  bo  used 
more  than  a  fow  hours  a  day.   in  Eome  cities,  playgrounds   are 
open  only  during  the  sunuTier  months,    in  the  winter,  Ihe  gates 
are  locked.    This  ie  a  poor  irivostmonl  of  pub '.i  c  utilities. 

In  mnny  playgroundr  oucli  rctivities  as  basketry, 
kite-making,  sewing,  woodv.ork,  clay  mod;jllng  and  mananl  train- 
ing are  being  carried  on.  Many  playgrounds  have  their  nen 
and  women  clubs,  athletic  lengues,  b-nde  ami  orchestra,  debating 
clube ,  Boy  hcouts  and  Camp  Firo  Girls  organizntions  and  so  on. 
Club  houses  and  gymnasiums  are  being  built  to  house  these  organi- 
zations.   Are  not  all  of  those  org^'nlzations  educational? 
The  public  schools  are  Lhe  lo-ical  places  for  such  "ctivltier. 
Hiy  should  we  duplicate  ur  bulLdingB,  grouads  and  equiptnentT 


In  Fresno,  the  playground  Buperintondent  h'^8  nskeci  lor  lunds 
to  build  tliree  pl-^ycround  club  houeec  to  bo  built  v/lthia  tlireo 
blocks  of  school  houser..    Lob  -  nee les  pl-ycrou  id  d^jpnrt-nc.it 
m  intnins  six  club  lioueos  and  reoreation-^l  contorn  vlthin 
short  distancoB  oi'  school  houses  whioli  re  cenerolly  empty 
when  li:e  club  houses  are  in  uso.   M' ny  playcrounas  hrve  ti.oir 
Eymnaslums.   r.ome  have  swlmminc  pools  ond  Bhowers,   These  nre 
often  used  in  the  evening  and  at  nieht.   They  arc  cupplyine 
a  creat  need.    They  furnish  recreatiun  and  social  centerc  lor 
the  community.   Hovevei',  uheee  buildings  are  only  used  port 
time.   From  ei^^ht  in  tiio  raornin^;  until  tliroc  or  iaur   in  the 
afternoon  they  are  seldom  used  at  all.   The  sdiools  during 
pl'^ycround  hours  are  closed.   The  playgrounds  durin_  school 
hours  arc  closed  ond  justly  so  becnuse  the  children  chould 
all  be  in  school.   Tlils  means  that  the  public  plnyn;round  as 
well  ac  buildincB  are  vacant  and  not  beini;^  fully  utilized. 

In  nrrangine  games  rnd  contests  and  orna.iizing 
clubs  on  the  municipal  playground,  the  director  finds  it  diffi- 
cult for  the  children  vill  come  r\nd  go  and  do  as  they  like. 

The  one  wItd  needs  exercise,  tlie  one  who  noods 
rocinl  development,  nnd  the  one  vho  tioes  not  know  lie*,  to  piny 
the  nthletic  g  mes  seldom  gets  a  good  opportunity  to  do  co. 
He  comes  to  the  playground  nd  he  must  find  his  arausomont  on 
the  "ppriratuB  or  on  the  oleaciers.   Contrast  tliis  vith  play 
in  .0  BCiiOol  program  nystematicnlly  providing  play  and  recro'ti- 
garaee  for  every  porson. 


The  playground  needB  the  mornl  r.upporl  of 
tho  school  system.   Occarlonally  we  lind  ".  woman  BupervlEinc 
-^en  -"Ctivltiee,  ?>nd  perJiops  only  lon  will  bo  on  the  rrounds. 
Today  in  Cnlilornin  women  ruperviBors  nro  going  long  di  Rtrncee 
through  rlum  diBtrictB  Irte  nt  night  to  renoli  their  homec  after 
rn   evenln^^  nt  n  recrentionr'l  center.    In  Loe  ngelcB,  the 
regular  ^.Irl  RupervlPorB  mart  work  on  certain  evenings  nd  no 
provision  is  made  ior  their  protection  —  a  dinrrnce  to  the 
Ploy  roxind  Departnent.   forae  oi"  tlioir  work  iB  more  suitable 
for  burly  policemen.    Playground  activities  in  connection  v,ith 
the  intellectual  and  moral  atnoBphere  of  the  Gcix)ol  would  be 
on  a  higher  plane  rid  inconsiEtencioB  r>nd  neglect  would  be 
better  known  and  corrected. 

The  moral  development  of  our  playground o  slDuld 
be  groator  emphasized.   U  ny  of  our  pl'^groiind  r.uper  intend  on  tB 
and  pupervisors  think  only  of  numbers.   Large  attendance  is 
their  only  aim.   Better  r  cf orm  one   person  or  mould  one   good, 
honoBt,  strong  ohr^racter  th-^n  have  n  thousand  on  the  grounds 
not  morally  benefited.   Tome  of  our  parks  "nd  public  play- 
grounds are  a  collecting  place  tor  vice,  enpociai.ly  tiiO  non- 
ruperviscd.   The  mor  1  tone  of  our  pl-^ygrounds  could  wall 
bo  improved,  -nd  vould  be  improved  if  tiiO  ployjround  super in- 
tcmdcnts  would  sacrifice  numbers  -yn^   demMnd  a  hi-hor  moral 
standard.   The  school,  ac  i  rule,  h"s  higher  mor^l  standnrds 
than  the  public  playground. 

The  ciiiLd  at  play  needB  cloBor  nd  better  c^p^  r- 


vision  than  In  BChool.   The  child  nt  piny  1p  free.   It  Ib 
on  the  playground  that  the  child' e;  tliou^hte  ftnd  Idone  expre:  e 
themselves  In  action  '^rid  words.    The  piny  lender  is  In  closer 
touch  with  Jiis  children.    He  is  often  their  idoal  person. 
The  plnyground  supervisor  snould  hnve  as  hl^h  qunlifici lions 
rs  Ihe  ccliool  te-^chor, 

"sain  the  municipal  play^^round  cnnnot  coni,rol 
those  who  visit  the  pirks  -^nd  ohe  crounds  as  tho  scriool  author- 
Itiec  can.    In  one  case  three  brothers  were  sent  home  fro.r. 
school  bec'use  of  diseased  eyes,--  trachoma.   Those  bjys  ofter- 
ward  came  to  the  municipal  playground.   Tchool  offioiilc 
discover  and  record  rnci.   endeavor  to  remedy  all  such  cares  nd 
rt  the  same  time  prevent  perrons  i.avinc  conraunlcnble  c-ireases 
to  frequent  the  school.   In  this  way  opidomlcs  arc  prevented 
''jid  EUEpicious  nnd  dnngerous  cliaractora  are  lorblddon  admiorion, 
r.choolB  employ  nurses  r^nd  doctors  lo   Gxrmiae  and  to  remedy 
unhygienic  cases.   The  schools  cnn  roquire  people  to  bo  clean. 
Health  incpeotion  .las  not  yet  been  insisted  upon  nt  tliO  raunicl- 
pnl  playground, —  and  it  would  be  very  dlfiicult  to  do  so,  ns 
there  In  no  reglctmtion  or  records  .lept  of  tliope  who   ttond. 

Politics  has  penetrrted  city  playground  t-0"rdn. 
I  have  been  informed  thnt  in  f  'cramonto,  Stockton  ind  /.laraeda 
the  municipal  playgrounds  rre   suffering  because  politics  lias 
cnterei?  into  the  selection  of  the  ofilci^ls.    .\   municipal 
playground  system  is  expensive  and  seldom  efiiclent,  if  tr-ade 


a  part  of  a   Bpoils   eyBten. 

T^hen   the   munioipnl  play^jroiind   nctivitioB   have 
boon   conducted  sepirnLo   fr  m    lue  rei^ul   r  Bciiool      ctivitl-G    there 
has   soiretircB  grown  up  a   jealousy  between   Ihem.      For   example. 
In   Log   Ancelea,   Dr.   Beach,    »ho   is    ^t   the   hoad  of   the   rcjroatlonr^l 
v.ork  or   the   Bchools,   hae  orc-^nized  many  school  nthletic   lea/'ues. 
The  plnycn  unds  have   their   r'thletic    loo^ues.      As  a  rerult,    ^he 
two  departments  are   rome^'h^t   jealous  of  onch  other' r   vork.      In 
one   school   I   visited,    the   tencher  ivas   actunUy  known   to   have   p   ici 
certain  cliildren   to   stay  on  Lho   school  ground   -md  play  b'-ll 
instead   of  zolnc;,   to   the   public  playground.        Likewise,    a   play- 
ground  supervisor  in  Los   Ancoles   has   'ooen  kno^^ii  to   liavc   ^-tid 
0   ilcrcn  to   leave   the   school   play^^round  and   come    to    the   municipal 
playground  and  play.        In  doin^   this   tlu  y    ire   botii  dcfeatLnc 
tliCir  own  purpose. 

The   public  play^rou  d   and   the  school  chouid   -^Iwa^: 
v.ork   together.      Neither   eliould   diplionto   the   *orK  of   the  other. 
They  Ei.ould   -Iways   work  for   the  bent   inLorer,tE   of   their   aelghbor- 
hoodr.        At   least  it   ip   oxponeive   to   r-ialntain   two  public  ^rouadsi 
one  a   public  playground    -nd  one   -i    rchool  playground   in   oho   sime 
Vicinity ,        Kr.peclally   if   the   two  grounds   are   competing  for 
•attendance. 

The   fruit   vith   the  nunicipal  grounc".    ir   not   with 
the  superintendents,--   they   are  generally   tl»e  fiaoet  type  of 
men;    the   fault   Ib  not  with  the  pl-'yground, --    It  is   generally  well 
eqaipped;    the   fruit   ia  uue   to    tiie  fact   tliat    tuo  pi  ygrou.;cl   lo 
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not  combined  vlth  "nd  controlled  by  one  educntionnl  ryELom, 


THE  SCHOOL  PLAYQROUND 
Chapter  IV 

In  the  last  chapter  I  endeavored  to  show 
that  our  munlcipnl  playcrounds  are  not  pdjunted  efilciont- 
ly,  economically  and  healthfully,  to  tho  best  InLoreete  of 
the  co.Timunlty.    There  same  condltionR  can  bo  applied  to  our 
school  system.   School  buildings  and  property  are  not  being 
utilized.    Our  BChools  ■ ro  ucod  seven  hours  a  day,  five  days 
a  week  -nd  lor  thirty-five  weekr.   If  BChools  are  ured  five 
hours  a  day  that  is  only  one   tenth  of  the  time.   If  the  echoole 
nre  used  for  seven  hours  a  day  only  one   seventh  of  Ihe   avail- 
able time  is  used.   In  other  v-ordo,  our  schools  are  boin^; 
used  for  nbout  fourteen  per  cent  of  lno   time.   For  eiehty  six 
per  cent  of  the  ti;'io  our  school  buildings,  land  and  equipment 
TG   lyin^:  idle. 

In  many  sciiools  the  school  yard  ir  uced  not 
more  tlian  an  hour  or  ■•  n  hour  •  no  o  j.alf  a  day,  and  then  only 
on  school  d.'ye,    Cliildren  "re  often  sent  home  at  noon.   They 
are  soiretimes  not  allowed  to  come  to  school  until  just  before 
school  commencer,  ^nd  they  nre  required  to  go  home  as  eoon  as 
school  in  out.    It  vould  almost  seem  as  if  our  school  croui.ds 
were  ured  ^s  little  re   postibLe, 

However,  tho  new  conception  is  toward  tliC  v  idor 
use.   Todry  oone  people  predict  th-it  our  school  yards  will  be 
quadrupled  in  the  next  ten  years.    This  v  ill  oo;no  about  vhen 
the  school  yrdr  are  used  as  munioip-^l  playgrounds.   If  the 


Bchool  furnlBhee  a  swlmininc  pool  nnd  showers  this  will  give 

very  ne-^rly  Ihe  Bamo  phyBicnl  fncllltleB  ofiered  by  the  I.M  .C.A. 

nd  the  Y.F.C.A.  and  tlie  public  rocrontion  ccntor*.   llowovor, 
most  BchoolB  lack  the  fncilltlec  to  c  rry  on  fuch  nctivitioc. 

Much  more  nro  play  lenders  needed  on  Bciiool  ynrds 
Ihnn   on  l\\o   playcround.   Every  cliild  attends  Bchool;  only  live 
per  cent  nttend  the  public  playground. 

In  Lop  /nccles,  Lhere  rro  seventy-four  school 
buildincB.   Fifteen  oi  these  h^ve  crjunds  which  ore   ueed  during 
the  pumrrer  months  ns  vacation  playground?;.   The  other  schoolB 
Te  either  too  crap  11,  have  no  apparntuc,  or  else  there  •  re  no 
fuac'c  to  maintain  them.   Visit  any  one  of  these  Bchoolp  during 
the  noon  hour  or,  to  come  cloBer  home,  virit  ny  of  ;ur  rc}^ool8 
in  Berk-ley,  and  you  wil/.  find  v-jry  little  playground  ^fpr'TntUB 
or  equipment  and  only  occasionnily  cm  you  find  v   person  on  a 
pchool  ground  who  Is  p  play  lender.    In  Berkeley,  puch  pchsols 
^E  the  Washington,  McKinley,  Krnnklin  f»nd  Qariield  -^re  cuffering  . 
from  the  lack  of  play  space  ^nd   facilitier.    In  rresno,  the 
''ashington,  Lincoln  and  Golumblp  echoolB  h  ve  ^bout  eight  hundred 
students.   One  basket-bnll  court  ondone  horizontal  b.T  nro  the 
only  equipment.   /  tencher  is  on  the  grounds  during  reoerc  nnd 
noon  bours,  whose  duty  it  ir.  to  stop  fights  and  other  miodCTe^nors. 
In  Los  /n^eles  and  i-an  Francisco  mmy  schools  hr^vo  little  or  no 
rpiaratuB  and  nlmort  Inck  standing  place  on  the  school  y^rd. 
Our  schools  are  practically  without  playground  equipment,  bats, 
balls,  nnd  gloves  "re  very  seldom  found.   ?.liy?  Because  our 
schools  cannot  pfford  to  buy  'whoni.    Once  in  n  while  r   kind 


henrted  principal  purchnsee  n  bnll  r>n<^   once  in  :\   while 
the  BGho.>l  children  tnke  up  a  collection  lor  ono.   Children 
dennnd  Boniethinc  to  do  durinc  their  reccBR  nnd  noon  periodB, 
Bite  nnd  bnlle  nnd  play  eciuipmeat  are  nadly  neodod  '  t  puch 
tlmoB,   r.uch  equipment  ie  often  locked  up  on  the  munlclppi 
ploycroxind  only  a  Btone's  throw  away.   The  school  r^lro  LackB 
tho  plpy^^round  ruperviror.    Hov.evor,  undor  our  prosent  ninn 
of  n  double  systom,  ono  of  recreation  and  one  of  education 
entirely  Bep-^ratod  from  each  other,  it  ir   impor-pible  to  h"ve 
either  adequate.   The  BChoolB  vitally  need  t.e  playground, 
land,  money,  workers  and  equipiojit.   Our  BohoolP  vilL  bo 
defective  uatil  the,  supply  tlie  recreational  facilitier!  ofi'ered 
by  th-  municipal  playground,    ''hile  new  fncilltior  ^nd  lorcer 
grounds  are  needed  by  most  of  our  sci.oolG,  at  LJio  caino  time 
the  present  and  already  planned  facllitioB  should  also  be 
used  nearer  tho  iirait  of  their  capacity. 

A   Bchool  law,  an  in  Pennsylvonia ,  Biiould 
prevent  new  schojls  from  being  built  until  tiicy  could  supply 
-dequ  te  play  space,  and  if  old  buildincs  were  roraodelcd  in 
the  same  way,  we  would  eoon  liave  a  transformation  in  our 
educfttional  system.

The  Vaching- 
ton  Irvine  High  J^chool  in  New  York  is  in  excellent  exj^mple 
of  rhat  C"n  be  done  in  the  wr»y  of  roof  plnygroundn.   't  the 
Garfield  School,  in  Cincinnntti,  a  roof  playgr  und  is  uced 
for  both  boye  pjid  cirls.    In  the  Eacle  r.chool,  in  Clevelard, 
there  re  two  roof  playgroundF ,  one  for  boye  nnd  one  for  ^irlr. 
In  Pittrbiirg,  one  school  uses  the  roof  lor  open  r?lr  nlaeses. 
The  jar  of  the  buildinc;>  due  to  roof  playgroundr,  c^n  be 
eliminated  by  havlne;  the  flat  roof  supported  by  a  steel  fr  me- 
work.    It  is  evident  Lhat  the  roof  plnyground  ie  n  savinc 
of  spf^ce  and  money  nnd  can  be  a  most  valuable  asset.

If  nchoolB  raurt  be 
built  without  the  out-of-door  playground,  the  indoor  play- 
Cround  and  the  roof  playground  may  be  substituted.   In  r  iny 
we-^ther  llic  indoor  playground  could  always  be  used. 

r.chool  gyranariums  rre   'msworing  o  grent  need. 
However,  '.he  gymnastic  exercises  ^nd  the  calesthenic  drills, 
although"hygienically  correct  are  psychologic.' lly  incorrect", 
MuDCulrr  exercise  in  tlie  school  program  should  jive  mental 
relaxation.

Another  important  chrrige  in  our  school  build- 
ingr  is  the  making  of  adjustable  partitions  for  school  roOi-ns, 
This  will  nerrrit  a  larger  number  of  people  to  cone  together 
for  lectures  or  recre -^tional  purposos.    On    Lho  market  today 
are  p'^rtitiono,  which  run  on  floor  tr.icts,  ovorhe-d  tractr, 
thr't  fold,  draw  up,  or  push  to  the  side.   The  prereqalrite 
for  Buch  partitions  is  that  they  be  sound  proof.    If  ruch  an 
arrange  vnt  docs  not  interfere  v  i  tli  tlie  usefulnerr  of  the 
day  school,  the  advantage  to  ihe  play  center  ■ill  be  large. 


In  St.  LouIb  a  number  ol"  th«5  corridore  of 
tr.e  cciiooir  nre  bein^  used  na  pl"y  Bpncee  i'or  d-'y  and  eveniiic 
rchoolE,   Building;  coranlBsionE  eometimeB  rectrlct  the  uco 
ol"  corridore.    This  is  periiaps  a  wise  policy  in  rr.oet  of 
our  BChool  buildin;:E.    However,  Mr.  Gordon,  BCho  )1  nrciiitoct 
in  New  York,  recognizinc  the  value  of  savinc,  Bper  ks  hit:iily 
of  a  school  plan  where  corridors  are  few.

In  equipping  the  school  playground  I  Bhnll 
divide  the  subject  into  two  main  dlvielonBt  equipmont  thnt 
is  chenp  and  equipment  that  1b  expensive .   Of  oourrc,  Lhe 
ranln  need  of  a  school  playground  is  piny  space,  where  every 
child  will  be  given  opportunity  to  play  for  at  least  one 
hour  '^nd  a  half  a  d^y.    A  play  director  is  more  important 
thpjn  TppnratUB  nnd  equipment.   In  fact,  in  Boston  playground 
apparatus  is  being  taken  riovn  to  ra  ike  F.pnce  for  tho  l-^rgcr 
activities  such  as  baseball,  basketball,  volley  ball  nd 
BO  on.   Free  play  space  In  tho  ir.ost  valunblo  asnet  lor  a 
school  pl'^yground.   However,  soirie  equipment  Is  necerrary. 
Playground  equipment  that  can  be  furnlrlfid 
T?lth  comparatively  little  expense  isj 

^   broad  Jumpin^;  pit,  having  a  well  l^ld  board  to  jump 
from  '^nd  soft  cand  or  dirt  to  Jump  on.   Por  standing  md 
running  jumping  it  Is  excellent.   Tumbling  and  the  iirct 
"ttempts  at  pole  vaulting  mry  be  clone  here. 

A  balancing  tree,--  a  large  and  perfectly  straight 
tree,  freed  from  bnrk  and  rounded  off  nnd  supported  by  three 
pairc  of  legs  will  give  variety  of  pl-^y.   One  end  of  the 
tree,  which  is  left  free  lo   svdng,  tapers  to  «lour  or  six 
inches  in  di-^metor.   Children  will  ride  on  ii  as  well  as 
swing  on  the  "lovable  pnrts  .md  will  find  great  enJoyTont  In 
its  use.

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fun",  in  the  way  of  cllmblnc.    Ii  ri  ropo  le  attached  to 
tho   tree,  suoli  gfimee  as  crack  the  vhlp,  •  nd  erry-go-rouiid 
cin  be  played,   r.ucli  a  tree  can  be  used  lor  tether  bnll, 

A  good  rope,  etrong  nnd  llfty  feet  in  length,  v/lLl  be 
a  valuable  -^OBet.   Tug  of  war,  berr  in  Lho  pit,  will  keep  it 
in  use  on  any  school  playground, 

A  hillock, —  a  Braall  elevation  on  a  playground,  from 
two  to  five  feet  in  height,  will  permit  deep  jumping,  high 
jiunping  and  hui^iling.  Pole  vaulting  fxo.n  thir.  may  veil  be 
taught,  and  the  much  enjoyed  frolic  rolling  of  children.  The 
hillock  invites  war  games  for  the  possoBrion  of  the  ridge, 
ruch  gnmes  as  horee  shoes  nnd  juoits  cost  practically 
nothing  to  install. 

A  sand  bin,--  a  sand  box  twenty  four  feet  by  t?/unty 
feet  fill  be  a  great  aocet  to  every  pi  yground.   Babes  nnd 
young  children  will  mnke  gardens,  mountains,  tunnelc,  houses 
r^nd  numerous  castles  in  Spain.   It  is  exceedingly  popular 
when  tried, 

Such  appnratuB  as  be-xn.   bags.  Jump  ropes,  nine  pins,  ■  nd 
Jacks  are  inexpensive  ■  nd  furiiish  a  variety  of  games,  T.-is 
cheap  and  durable  equipment  is  seldom  to  be  lound  on  nny  of 
our  school  ynrdE.

r.wingjB  nd  tetor  boTds  for  the  ciiildren  ^nd  adults  are 
of  itnny  nd  numerous  kindr,  but  they  vrill  always  bo   kept  in  use. 

The  climbin^  and  rlidinr:  poles  furnish  cood  wholeeoT.e  arauee- 
:;;  nts.    They  should  alw.-yo  be  iirmly  fnstcnod  ^t  top  and  bottom. 

The  flyinr.  rinre  and  the  horizontal  bar  are  not  so  popular 
but  may  be  added  to  Ihc   school  nlayground  ,  The  same  ncy  be  siid 
of  the  ni'^nt  stride. 

Other  "'pp^ratu?  which  rai<3ht  be  used  but  vhich  is  not  as 
catisf ''Ctory  is  the  naorry-go-round  r^nd  rockabye.  f.uch  apparatus 
is  very  expensive  and  does  not  eive  benefits  enough  for  the 
troncy  invested ,  md  is  often  out  of  repair. 

Bats  and  balls,  for  indoor  cfnd  outdoor  baseball,  b^rket  ball, 
handball,  vol  icy  ball  and  loot  ball  nd  the  hi^h  Jumpin[:  st  ndards. , 
chat,  r>nd  running  track  lor  iiold  >thletion  are  easonti'^l  equip- 
ment for  the  school  play;:round. 

Other  eiiuipment  may  be  found,  "I  v.ould  sooner 
hav6  ton  dollars  spent  for  marbles  for  cJ.ildron  to  pl''y  '.ith, 
than  ten  thousand  dollars  in  narblo  over  rny  crave."

Consolidation  of  School  and  Playground  bonrds 

In  moBt  cities  our  ochoolB  nro  operr-ted  by  a 
epeclrtl  school  board,  eitlior  oleoted  by  tho  people  or  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor.   Llkewioe,  most  of  our  public  play- 
grounds in  the  United  :. titer,  and  all  in  California  are 
operated  by  a  special  pl-yground  board,  appointed  by  tho  city 
olMcialD.   The  scliool  board  nppoints  or  soloots  a  nchool 
superintendent.   The  playground  oonrd  appoints  or  Folccts 
its  superlntendont.   The  tack  of  tlie  school  cuporintondcnt 
Ip  to  furnish  tho  best  educatio  to  the  community.   To 
maintain  school  crounds  around  the  scJioolr  is  one  of  his 
duties.   Tie  playground  superintendents  taek  is  to  purchase 
and  equip  playgrounds  "nd  olub-housec,  organize  ciubr, 
clTnee,  athlotia  te^ns  .nd  give  wholesome  ;imuBementc.  Tills 
is  a  part  of  tho  work  of  every  school  rystem.   If  the  school 
board  hired  iho   playground  superintendent  and  per^ttod  him 
to  UBO  the  school  playgrounds,  buildings  and  equipnent 
there  would  be  an  enomouc  saving,   0«f  m- n;iging  bo  rrd 
Fith  one  playground  superintendent  aiid  one  school  ruperin- 
tendent  would  be  a  solution  of  this  problem,  renulting  in 
gro "tor  unity.   Perhaps  tho  playground  supervisor  should 
be  under  tho  school  cuporintendent.   nt  least  ne  d  pirt- 
-nenL  0  uld  h  ndlo  the  »;ork  more  efiicLcntly  -nd  econoraicslly. 
Every  rchool  muct  have  its  trained  playground  director  to 
promote  r   a  orrry   on  tno  play  r  ctivities  of  tne  Echool, 
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Such  a  tenchi  r  micht  well  be  •>  reculnr  onployoo  of  the 
BChool  board.   By  connolldatinc  tho  plyground  nnd  BChool 
bonrd  n   more  unified  educational  system  will  rerult.   In 
Oakland,  Cnlifornia,  tho  playcroundc  are  mnlntained  jointly 
by  llie  board  of  education  -nd  the  bonrd  of  playground  c;irec- 
torB.   T;iirty-two  school  ynrdn  in  Oakl^.nd  are  used  as  public 
playgrounds,  managed  nd  nupervieed  by  tho  playground  board, 
Oakland  has  taken  a  step  in  the  right  direction  toward  co- 
relnting  schools  and  playgrounds.   The  placing  of  the  public 
playground  under  the  control  of  tho  Bo-^rd  of  Education  in 
Alameda  is  a  move  in  the  same  direction. 

An  expencive  school  building  and  an  expcnoive 
playground  should  never  be  built  in  tho  Brme  district  Roparate- 
ly.    Let  the  two  dep  rtments  co-operate  in  their  plans  for 
the  neighborhood  in  the  v-ay  of  acBembly  halls  and  Bocir  1  and 
recreational  facilitier  gener  lly.    In  Elizabeth,  Now  Jersey, 
a  number  of  new  school  buildings  are  bein^,  constructed.   The 
playground  com,Tiission  rnd   the  board  of  education  re  vorking 
together  imd  planning  these  new  buildings  so  that  thej  will 
bo  available  for-  social  rocre'^tion  work. 

In  169  cities  in  tho  United  f.tates,  sclcol  yards 

ire  used  as  public  playgrounds,  sapervised  and  open  after 

school  hours, 

Y.M,C.A,'b  and  Y.V(,C,A,'b,  church,  nnd  v  -men's 

organizntions,  as  well  as  private  individtalB,  maintain 


playgrounds  In  eome  oities.   These  pre  Beldom,  If  ovor, 

adofiuato.   The  tendency  nd  more  effective  pi  n  is  city 

cupervlrlon.   Thlr  is  most  ably  done  by  contralizln^  the 
man'^Goraent  under  one  bonrd   namoly,  the  school  bo".rd.

The  new  pctlvitiee  ol"  the  modern  Bchool  refjolrod 
three  very  fundamental  prerequicites.   Firnt,  a  ynrd  Lhnt  can 
be  utilized,   Secoiid,  a  playground  inslructor.   Third,  coirie 
piny  equipment.   Modern  education  ompl^rizos  ti.e  nocac.'.ity  of 
sunshine,  fresh  -^ir,  ""ud  healthlul  oxercicor. 

If  our  school  buildln£,s  are  erected  lor  ti.oir 
nrci-itectural  beauty  it  mi^ht  be  best  to  place  Uicm  in  the  center 
of  the  school  grounds  »ith  j^rasc  around  them.   If  our  school 
houses  are  to  be  built  for  educational  ndvantaces  ,of  the  scl^.ool 
children  they  snould  be  built  on  one  side  or  in  one  corner  of 
the  school  property.    Oar  echoolE  caijiot  afford  to  snci-ifice 
piny  cpace  foi  benutiful  surroundin^F.   If  the  school  buiioincs 
were  erected  in  one  corner  or  to  one  side  of  the  school  property, 
only  a  part  oi  thj  bui  Lding  would  oe  facing  the  playground  and 
needing  protection  from  flyi:.~  balls.   School  children  at  play 
under  proper  oversiciit  ■  nd  the  Knowledge  of  their  wholesome 
physical  devclopnent  far  out-balance  the  ttraction  of  crecn 
gracr  and  cement  walks. 

Let  us  consider  Lhu  size  of  the  school  yard  that 
ic  necersary  to  carry  on   the  out-of-door  activitier.   .'ji  average 
city  block  should  be  the  niniraum.   1>  o  r-cres  of  ground  puts 
piny  on  a  premium.   a  cchiool  of  bi)0   children  needs  five  acres 
of  play  space.    A  city  high  school  needs  at  least  ten  acres 
of  ground  to  carrv  on  tj.e  regular  nctivitios  of  liigii  sc  .  ool 


pupllB  such  as  footb^l,  basebrll  nd  tracK  nthlotlce.   Tt.is 
at  -lirst  claace  may  appe  r  too  Irrru,  but  wo  must  romember  L^it 
every  boy  should  be  £,ivoi.  opportunity  to  play.   Moreover,  the 
girls  cliould  not  be  neclectcd.    Tl.ey  oufilit  to  hnve  plenty  ol' 
encoiu'a^cra on t  in  pliyBlcal  exercise;  perhnps  even  more  than  the 
boys. 

?.'liere  schooln  ii^ivo  o  small  limited  space  LLere 
are  tLree  aethods  of  handling  the  play  activities.   First,  pur- 
ciiasiiic  ^   coo^  cizod  field  r.ome  ciistnnco  -way;  second,  replacing 
gamee  requiring  small  rp^ce  by  games  roquirlng  less  rpace;  r^nd 
third,  acing  the  gi-ounds  at  different  times  for  dlficrcnt  classes. 
The  iirst  ic  a  poor  plan  as  there  cm  bo  no  cciiOOl  cupervision 

nd  as  a  rule  t  .e  ground  vould  be  little  utilized  because  of 
its  distance.   As  to  the  second,  it  is  very  luifortunatc  that 
schooln  rwe   built  in  congcstod  districts.   T.is  prcvcatc  audi 
games  as  football,  baseball  -nd  other  gamos  which  children  can 
rnd  should  plr^y,  >Kich  revx^ire  rpace.   liOwevor,  recently  there 
has  been  developed  new  ga.Ties  such  as  basketball,  curtaia  ball, 
dodge  bnll,  circle  stride  b^H  nnd  many  new  plays  whioi^  nro 
more  economical  of  space.    It  is  also  posrible  to  conduct  more 
games  on  smaller  plots  of  ground.   However,  this  is  diffioait 
because  it  is  impose  iblc  \,o   furnish  al.  the  pupils  at  one  time 
with  adequ  to  instruction  n/id  faciLities  to  pl-y.   Tho  U.ird

activities  oi"  inrco  numbers  of  children  efiiciontiy,  economlcr. lly , 
and  healthfully,  tiic  classoc  must  use  tho  grounds  at  different 
hours.   There  are  no  recesses  in  the  Gary  schools,  but  of  tho 
first  five  crndes  oaci;  i-as  two  play  periods  of  fortj-fivc  minutes 
in  Uie  yard  ever^'  day.   The  school  day  in  Gory  is  from  8:46  to 
12;  and  from  1:15  to  4.    jne  hour  -^nd  a  half  is  r  pent  on  Li-.e 
playground  or  in  llie  cymnarium  durinr^  the  fiist  five  ycr.rr, . 
:fter  that  there  is  one  period  of  piny  time  until  tr.c  eleventh 
year.    On   the  playground,  durinj  school  hmrs  is  a  re£;alr!r 
trained  instructor. 

For  playgrounds  to  be  best  adapted  lu  the  echo  1 
cliildren  Guch  a  definite  play  program  shouid  be  placed  in  tho 
curriculum.    '•Heading",  "writin*",  " 'rithmetic'*  and  recreation' 
are  the  R's  of  education  today,   colleges  generally  ro.^ire  some 
form  of  physic-il  extrcise.   Hlgb  scliowls  arc  cctablirhinc; 
physic  L  education  departrents.   Very  lew  IJraai  ar  sch.olG  nave 
play  and  recreation  in  their  curx  iculvun.    'e  have  reversed  the 
proper  order  of  play  and  recreation.   Play  and  recreation  sii.mid 
start  v,itii  the  kindergartens  and  gradually  decror'FC  in  ohe 
number  of  hours  of  play,    it  is  the  ^roi-in;;:  chi  Ld  rho  needs 
•xorcise  the  iroet.   it  is  during  tiiir  period  ti^at  the  body,   a 
veil  as  character,  is  ueing  moulded. 

It  is  during  tjiO  sctool  period  that  the  habit  of 


play  cnn  bo  formed.   By  putllnc  it  in  the  ourriculuin  In  ohe 
lower  gradoB,  piny  «ili  not  only  be  oncouragod  .md  promoted  but 
the  health  fuid  the  recreation  derived  tiiereby  will  be  ol"  rraterlol 
aid  to  all  the  oti»er  branches  of  Bclio  1  activities.    Lcirure 
is  increasing  all  over  the  Jnitod  ototes  today,   Ii  Lhc  proper 
habitr  of  play  cnn  bo  taught  in  the  school,  our  leisure  periods 
will  be  better  spent.    Plays  should  be  tnuglit.   Games  lenrned 
at  scuool  under  good  surroundings,  will  then  be  carried  into 
the  homes,  clubs,  socials  and  the  liLe.   Good  games  properly 
taught  -^Jid  controlled  at  school  vili  be  carried  into  i,i.e  viut- 
cide  vorld  pnd  leisure  hours  will  bo  nore  hJippily  spent.

For  the  sraali  child,  physical  i.e  ilth  is  more  de- 
sirable tiJin  a  knowledge  of  nrlUirnetic,  geogrr-phy,  writing  nnd 
spelling.   For  the  six  year  old  ^nd  u;  dor,  one  or  two  hours  a 
day  in  the  classroom  is  enough.   iiuch  a  child  needs  three  or 
four  hours  every  day  on  the  plygr^und.    As  tiie  child  grows, 
less  tl  c  on  the  pl'>ygr>und  will  be  needed.    In  Germany,  Lliree 


periods  of  piny  a  week  nre  required  in  the  common  schjolr. 

Two  hours  of  wor  corielatod  »ith  t"0  L.>uro  of 
plnylnc  out-of-doors  should  bo  tJ o  minimum  for  kindcrcartcn 
pupils. 

Two  periods  of  play  of  not  less  than  forty- live 
minutes  In  addition  to  Lho  rogul  r  noon  hours  as  ^rorkcd  out  in 
Gary,  Indiana,  is  not  too  much  for  the   boy  in  the  lirct  to  Lho 
fifth  grador.,    Definite  plriy  proerams  in  Lheso  lover  -rndes, 
*ill  asrist  in  his  dovoioping  reeuiar  leisure  hours  later. 

In  tho  sixth,  seventh  mui   eighth  grader,  com- 
petitive games  and  exc^rcisos  are  needeci.

ClennlinenE, 
honesty,  courtesy,  tlie  i  i^hts  of  others,  juctlce  no  cicter- 
minrtion  "re  other  virtues  thrt  cnn  be  wroucht  Into  the  very 
fiber  of  the  developing  character.    i  c  c:  n  hfrdly  provide  n 
greater  power  lor  moral  ami  noclnl  development  of  the  children 
than  to  plpce  them  under  proper  leadership  in  r^chooi  r.nd  on 
the  EChool  ground. 

For  our  youths  to  simply  be  victorious  r.tiileten, 
prize  cy™^3Et8  nd   champion  Etrong  men  is  not  enough,   "c  must 
emphasize  tlie  necesBlty  that  our  children  hrve  so-ie  of  the 
strength  of  r\   strong  m-'n,  soie  of  the  strength  and  endurance 
of  an  athlete,  nome  of  the  grnce  and  rkill  of  the  gymnact  -nd 
character  nnd  dignity  of  n   gentlemnn. 

It  would  be  advisable  to  len^-then  the  ncJjool 
hours  and  have  piny  organization  duriiig  the  vacation  :eriodr. . 
•  closer  supervision  of  all  children  could  be  kept  v 1th  an 
extended  play  pro-ram.   An  experienced  teacher  told  rae  there 
V  uld  be  no   question  about  supervising  play  ifter  school  hours 
if  people  only  kner  »..at  m.^ny  of  their  ciiildren  y-ero   doin^  at 
thnt  time. 

''e   are  spending  an  enormous  amount  of  money  in 
educating  and  training  ^ur  children  in  school.   Every  bit  of 
it  ie  needed;  however,  much  of  it  ir  wasted  because  children 
nfter  school  hours  and  after  rcnool  yeai-s  form  inbits  in  .<hoir 


play  time  which  waste  much  of  their  school  tr  Inlng.  The 
thln':8  In  life  that  are  luirraful  nre  acquired  In  childhood 
or  youth,  away  from  proper  adult  overcl^ht.   Jane  Addnrr.c  E^ys 
that  plays  nnd  c^'^n'os  arc  l:ie  best  cubctltute  for  Iho  box  tioslre. 
Hence  the  value  of  opening  up  the  rchool  c^ounds  and  teaolAnc 
the  cliildren  how  to  piny  xindor  ^ood  supervision. 

In  the  Phillpines,  ohe  ruperintendcnt  of  cchoolB 
states  tiiat  brsebnll  w.icli  Is  practically  n  new  ^me  there  hf^s 
done  rare   for  tiie  civilleatlon  of  the  Phillpines  ih^n.   the  army, 
navy,  co-nnerce  "nd  the  schools.

Mr.  Crome,  v...o  is  practically  at  the  head  of  Lhe 
recreation  movement  there  saj's,  "Bascbrll  was  the  unify ir-v  spirit 
in  the  Fhilipines  around  vhich  the  schoo Lr  developed."

Bf^sketball,  track,  tennis  and  swinnln.'^  elv-uld  be 
Civen  croater  encouracement,  than  the  8n  »e  gnmes  in  the  c^aT.mar 
echool.   hikeviee,  tiie  hi^^h  so  tool  siiould  oo  not  only  :•  rc- 
crentional  fielo  for  the  high  BciiO  1  ciassec,  but  it  rt  ouid 
Bcrve  as  a  j-ecreationnl  xieid  for  the  conmunit^/  ms  a  vhole.

The 
Tncoma  Hi^h  Echool,  In  ''ashington,  is  an  excellent  exr^mplo  of 
the  hl£;h  Bchool  as  a  community  recreational  center,   her:,',  there 
is  one  hijh  school  witi.  one  recre-^tional  xicld,  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  United  .-itatej. .    In  unifying  the  more  Tdv-nced 


gaacB  and  contcBts  the  hl^h  school  can  aervo  tho  community 
as  n  more  ndvanced  jocreatlonal  center. 
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OBJECTIONS  ANSy,ERED 
Chapter  VI 

Two  objections  hpve  arisen  to  plncin^  recreation 
in  the  school  curriculum.   First,  noise  cominc  from  the  chil- 
dren on  the  playground  may  interfere  vith  the  indoor  study  nnd 
recitation.   This  is  not  the  case.   Proper  supervised  plry 
does  not  annoy  any  more  than  the  singing  of  birds  rnd   the  rat- 
tling of  street  cars  and  vehicles.   r>ometirnes  a  second  objec- 
tion has  been  mnde.   Some  children  prefer  to  play  away  from 
the  school  grounds.    Ttiey  hate  their  teachers  and  principals 
and  they  are  anxious  to  get  away  from  the  school  regime  to  some 
other  play  tpace,   Sucii  children  are  ti.c  very  ones  vvto  need 
direction  and  control.   On  a  municipal  playground  they  ore 
more  likely  to  be  boorish  and  clannish.   If  the  school  Ib  the 
only  place  for  play  equipment  and  team  work,  they  will  prefer 
to  go  there  and  in  time  learn  loyalty  and  will  very  ll.ely  take 
more  interest  in  all  activities  of  the  school.   The  loyalty 
of  the  municipal  playground  can  be  transferred  to  the  eg  tool, 
which  is  the  greatest  aim  and  accoraplisiunent  in  plrclng  the 
playgrounds  around  the  schools  and  corielating  the  playground 
nctivities  with  the  other  departments  of  the  school. 

If  the  policy  here  advocated  be  adopted  by  any 
school,  it  is  believed  Llriat  the  addition."!  coBt  vill  not  be 
great.   The  thing  to  be  most  emphasized  is  that  the  features 
needed  for  making  playgrounds,  evening  centers,  recreational 
centers  or  social  centers  should  not  be  considered  as  "extra" 


fentures.    "If  they  are  vo   considered  tJ;e  cost  will  be 
extra  too."   Features  already  in  use  should  be  adapted 
for  the  wider  use.   The  architect,  wlien  he  plans  the  build- 
incB  should  bear  in  mind  that  Lie  buildinrc  are  to  be  used 
not  only  for  a  day  school  rith  its  recitation  rooms,  but  for 
recreationnl,  athletic  and  social  purposes.   Hence  t";ilctE, 
gymnasiums,  showers,  swim'^  ins  pools,  dressing:  and  locker  rooms 
should  be  accessible  fr-om  Ui-c  plnygrounds,  ps  v«ell  ac  from 
the  inside.   In  Gary,  Indiana,  the  low  cost  per  pupil  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  each  room  is  used  for  a  double  set  of 
pupils.    /"Ji  up-to-date  cducnticnal  cyste:!;  can  be  adminicterod 
economically  in  a  well  nrranged  school  building. 


SUMMARY  AND  CONCLJr>ION. 
Chapter  VII 

As  our  cities  have  increacod  in  size,  i-e- 
creational  facilities  have  been  needed.    Privnte  funds  have 
been  unable  to  supply  the  demand.    Cities  xio^   x'ealize  th'it 
recreatlonol  facilities  are  valuable  not  only  as  a  preventative 
but  as  educational  and  constructive.    Public  playerounds  have 
been  maintained  to  supply  the  need,   Hovever,  they  have  only 
partly  fulfilled  their  purpose.   On  the  other  hand,  our  schools 
have  been  limited  to  tlie  text  book  type  of  education.   Play 
space,  equipment  and  ; upervision  have  been  sadly  needed  for  the 
school.   By  having  our  pubtic  playgrounds  around  the  school 
and  by  placing  play  in  the  cur/ iculura,  every  child  can  be  given 
special  attention  and  better  rocults  can  be  obtained.    Children 
trained  in  play  will  not  only  be  physically  stronger  but  ohey 
will  have  something  to  do  during  their  leisure  hours.   Play, 
properly  taught  in  school,  can  make  oiir  children  physically 
as  well  as  mentally  arid  riiorally  strong.    Not  only  can  a  school 
playground  be  made  to  serve  ti.e  cnildron,  but  it  can  serve  the 
entire  community.   May  we  all  agree  with  Jacob  Reis  when  he 
saye,  "So  long  as  there  is  a  child  in  our  land,  who  toils  in 
shop  or  tenement,  when  he  should  be  out  at  play,  whose  school 
is  without  n  playground  and  whose  out-of-doors  is  bounded  by 
the  gutters  of  tiie  public  street,  the  policemnn  is  to  the  boy 
an  enemy  instead  of  a  friend,  the  republic  has  not  had  a  square 
deal.   To  give  the  boy  back  his  childhood  is  more  than  justice 


and  common  sense.   It  is  sane  covornment."
